The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with,

Messrs. H., J. Mayton and Nick Hornsby came before the Council and
asked that action be taken on the application of the said H, J. Mayton
for a change in zoning of property located at the intersection of 38th
Street and Morningside Avenue, or Lamar Boulevard extension,from A" Regi-
dence District to 90 Commercial District, declaring that the matter had
peen before the Board of Adjustment for several months without any action
thereom, and that the construction of a building for = grocery store, with
off~gtreet parking, was being delayed pending the change. He stated further
that the residents within several blocks had signed a petition asking for
a grocery store at this locablon.

This contract made and entered into by and between the Clty of Austin,
a municlpal corporation situated in Travis County, Texas, herelnafter for
convenlence sometimes called the City, and Paul Simms, of Travis Counby,
State of Texas, hersinafter for convenlence sometimes called the Customer;
WITNESSETH:

. The City of Austin for the consideration hereinafter stated agrees
$o0 furnish all labor, tools, equipment, implements, appliances, and maber.
ials necessary to lay and agrees to lay the certaln water mains and other
pipes in Loma Linda Subdivision on the streets and at the locations de-
seribed as follows:

Six-inch (6“) cast iron water main in Qak Crest
Averme, from South 3rd Strest to Oltorf Street,
a distance of approximately 3201,

fwo-inch (21) cast iron water main in Qak Crest
Avermue, from 0ltorf Street to Lot No. 1, Block
G, of Loma Linda Subdivision.

It is estimated that all the work contemplated under Paragrsph I
above will cost the sum of Nine Hundred and Twenty-five Dollars ($925.00)
when completed; and the Customer in consideration of the foregolng obli-
gations to the City, which are assumed for the henefits of the Customer
in order to furnish water service to him, agrees to deposit the sum of
Nine Hundred and Twenty-five Dollars ($925.oo) with the City of Austin
prior to commencement of the work,

Within & reasonable time after deposit of the sum or sums of money
as provided in Paragraph II, the City of Austin agrees to commence con-
struction of the utility improvements described in Paragraph I and to
prosecute gald work in a gzood and workmsnlike manner and with reasonable
diligence until fully completed; but delays occasioned by matters and evenis
over which the City has no control shall be excepted and not included in
the $ime reasonably reguired %o complete the works
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IVQ :

The deposit provided for in Paragraph II is an estimate only of
the cost of constructing the utility improvements deseribed in Paragraph I;
and 1t ig agreed that if the actuasl cost of such work is less than the
amount deposited by the Customer, the City of Austin afier the work is
completed will refund to the Customer the difference bebtween the actual
cost and the estimated cost of such work, bubt if the actual cost of such
work shall exceed the amount of sald deposit, the Customer agreed upon
notice from the City immediately to deposlt an additional sum to make up
the difference between the egtimated cost and the achusl cost of the work,

Immediately after completion of the utility improvements described in
Paragraph I , the City of Austin will furnish {o the Customer a statement
of such costs, together with the date of completion of the work; and the
City of Austin i1s hereby authorized, through its officers or agents, to
note on this contract the correct figure stating the actual cost of such
work and the date of completion,

It is agreed that the Customer shall be reimbursed for the money de-
posited as provided in Paragraph II above in the following manner:

Within sixty (60) days after the first day of Jamary following com-
pletion of the work described in Paragraph I, the City shall pay to the
Customer a sum equal to the grogs amount of income realized by the City
from the gervice and sale of water for usual, customary, and normal domes-
tic , commerciszl, and indusirisl uses to customers having a direct connect.-
jon with the water mains described above for the period of time immedlately
preceding the first day of January; and within sixty (60) days after the
first day of Jamuary of each succeeding year the City agrees to pay to the
Customer a sum equal to the gross ilncome realized by the City during the
preceding calendar year from the service and sale of water from saild water
lines for usual, customary, and normal domestic, commercial, and industrial
uges Yo customers having a direct connection with said water mains, until
the total amount of the cost of constructlon of the utility improvements
has been repaid; bul in no event ghall the City meke such payments for 2
period of time longer than ten (10) years from the date of completion of
sald work (as such date is noted hereon under provisions of Paragraph V),
even though the full cost of such work al the end of sald time has not been
refunded in full to the Customer; and if at anytime before the expiration
of said ten (10) year period the principal sum of such cost has been repaid,
further payment shall cease,

It is agreed that the City may mske such repalrs and changes in all
of said utility improvements, pipes, hydrants, and connectlons necessary
to the orderly conduct of proper utility systems. Title to all sald utility
improvements shall be and remain at all times in the City of Austin,

It is agreed that this contract 1s made with reference to the
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existing charter and ordinances of the Clty of Austin and laws of the
State of Texas pertaining to all matters affecting this contract, and the
cugstomer agrees to comply with 2ll provisions of such laws, ordinances
and, charter, ‘

IX.

It 1s agreed that the City of Austin may at its option retain any

part or 2ll of the deposit made by the Customer in compliance with Paragraph4
IT and IV of this contract and refuse to meke the payments and refunds pro~
vided for in Paragraphs IV and VI of this contract in the event the Custom-
er shall fail or refuse to comply substantially with any obligation lawfully
imposed on the City of Austin regulating the plabting, planning, and devel-
opment of subdivisions within the City of Austin.

As part of the development of the A. N. McQuown Subdivision of a y$lok
tion of Cutlots 32, 33, and 34, in Division C, in the City of Austin,
Travis County, Texas, the Owmer desires to provide the following utilities:

(2) Water mains and other water pipes to be located in streets and
easements to serve all of such Subdivision,

{b) Sanitary Sewer mains and other sewer pipes %o be located in streets
and easements to serve all of such Subdivision,

IIl.

It is estimated that 21l of the work deseribed in Paragraph I will
cost the sum of Twelve Thousand Dellars ($12,000.00 when completed, of
which cost the sum of Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000,00) is estimated to be
the cost of water lines and the sum of Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000.00) is
estimated to be the cost of the sanliary sewer lines,

IlI.

At the present time the Owner desires to develop only a part of sald
A. N, McQuown Subdivision, the part now to be developed being the part
thereof to be served by the water and sewer lines and mains described and
located as follows:

{a) Siz-inch (6%) cast iron water mains and other pipes in the followw
ing strests and locations:

Manor Road, from the west line of A. N. McQuown Subdivision to
Merrie Lynn Avenue;

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It is agreed that the estimsted cost of this part of the development
will be the sum of Fifty-six Hundred Dollars ($5600.00), of which cost the
sum of Three Thousand Two Hundred and Sixty Dollars ($3,260.00) is estimat-
ed to be the cost of the water mains and lines and the sum of Two Thougand.
Three Hundred and Porty Dollars ($2,340.00) is estimated to be the cost of
the sanitary sewer mains and lines,

As consideration for the obligations of the City of Austin herein
undertaken, which are assumed for the benefit of the Owner in order o
furnish water service and sewer service to him, the Owner agrees to deposit
the sum of Fifty-six Hundred Dollars ($5600.00), being the estimated cost
of the water and sewer lines now to be constructed, with the City of Austin
prior %o the commencement of the work herein provided to be done by it.

(a) The City of Austin agrees to furnish all labor, tools, equipment,
jmplements, appliances, and materials necessary %o lay, and agrees to lay,
the water mains and other pipes described in Paragraph III of this contract,

(b) The City of Austin agrees to furnish all labor, tools, equipment,
implements, appliances, and materials necessary to lay, and agrees to lay,
the sanltary sewer mains and other sewer pipes described in Parggraph 111
of this coniract,

VI.

Within & reasgonable time after the devosit of the sum or sums of
money as provided in Paragraph IV hereof, the City of fustin agrees to
commence construction of the work described in Paragraph V and to prosecute
sald work in a good and workmanlike manner and with reasonable diligence
until fully completed; bubt delays occasioned by matters and events over
which the City has no control shall be excepted and not included in the time
reasonably required to complete the work.

The deposit provided for in Paragraph IV hereof is an estimate only
of the cost of the work to be done by the City as described in Paragraph Vi
and it is agreed that if the actual cost of such work is less than the
amount deposited by the Owner the City of Austin, after the work is completb-
ed and subject to the provisions of Paragrsphs XII and XIV, will refund to
the Owner the difference between the actusl cost and the estimated cost of
such work.

in Paragraph ¥, the City shall pay to the Owner & sum equal to $wice the
gross amount of income realized by the City from the service and sale of
water to customers having a direct connection with the water mains construct-
ed as provided in Paragraph V for the period of time immediately preceding
the first day of Jamuary; and within sixty (60) days after the first day of
January of each succeeding year, the City agrees to pay to the Owner a sum
equal to twlce the gross lncome realized by the City during the preceding
calendar year from the service and sale of water from sald water lines or
maing to its customers having a direet connection with sald water mains,
untll the total amount of the cost of the work provided in Paragraph V shall
have been repaid; but in no event shall the City make such payment for a
period of time longer than ten {10) years from the date of completion of

I{ is agreed that the title to all improvements to be constructed as
provided herein shall be and remain in the City of Austin and the City may
make such repairs, changes, and connections therewith as may be proper ox
necessary to the orderly conduct of its water system,

I is agreed that this contract is made with reference to the existing
Charter and ordinanceg of the City of Austin and laws of the State of Texas
pertaining to all matters affecting this contract and the Owner agrees to
comply wilth all such provisions of such laws, ordinsnces, and Charter.

XIl.

It is agreed that the City of Austin may, at its option, retain all or
any part of the deposits made by the Owner in compliance with Parsgraphs IV
and VII o £ +this Contract and refuse to make the payments and refunds pro-
vided for in Paragraphs VII and IX of this Contract in the event the Owner
shall fail or refuse to comply substantially with any obligation lawfully
imposed upon the Qwner under any provision of the State laws or the ordinances
of the City of Austin regulating the platting, planning and development of
subdivisions within the City of Austin,

XIII,

Ovmer agrees that within two (2) years from the date hereof he will
complete or will arrange with the City of Austin for completion of all of the
improvements described in Paragraph I of this contract, in such units as may
be approved by the City of Austin., Any arrangements made with the City of

Austin shall be similar to the provisions of this contract for partial
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development, and shall be in accordance with the deposit and refund policy
of the City of Austin and based on esbtimates of cost at the time such
arrangements are made. The time within which the Owner must complete or
arrange for completlion of all the improvements described in Paragraph I
hereof may be extended from %ime to time by written agreement of the parties
hereto or their successors, but neither party hereto shall be required to
agree Lo such extensions of time,

XIV.

Until completion of all of the improvements deseribed in Parsgraph I

" hereof, or until arrangements for such completion have been made in accord-
ance with Paragraph XIII hereof, the payments and refunds provided for in
Paragraphs VII and IX of this contract shall be withheld by the City of
Augtin; but when such improvements have heen completed or such arrangements
for completion have been made all such pgyments and refunds which have then
become subject to payment under the provisions of Paragraph VII and IX hereof
gshall be promptly paid to OQwner. Default by Owner in compliance with the
provisions of Parsgraph XIII hereof shall entitle the City of Austin, at its
option, to retain forever all or any part of the deposits made by Owner in
compliance with the provisions of Paragraphs IV and VII hereof,
